2. POSTS SHOULD DELIVER THE FOLLOWING LETTER FROM SECRETARY 
TO THE FOREIGN MINISTER. BEGIN TEXT: 

- DEAR MR. MINISTER: 

- THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT BELIEVES THAT THE SUCCESSFUL 
NEGOTIATION OF A SOUND, COMPREHENSIVE TREATY ON THE LAW OF 
THE SEA WOULD BE CLEARLY IN THE BEST INTERESTS OF ALL MAN- 
KIND. PRESIDENT CARTER EXPRESSED THIS SENTIMENT IN HIS RE- 
CENT ADDRESS TO THE UNITED NATIONS. IT IS A SENTIMENT WHICH 

WE KNOW YOU SHARE. AND WE LOOK FORWARD TO WORKING WITH YOU
